WARNER VOICES 
REGRET AT LACK 
DUTY REDUCTION 


’ Ottawa, May 28—“I am bitterly dis- 
appointed in the budget,’ said D, W. 
Warner, progressive, Strathcona, last 
night, speaking during a debate on the 
budget. “We in Alberta have not been 
asking for free trade all at once. We 
have known that it was not advisable 
and not possible to enter at once on 
a free trade policy. But we have had 
—and we still have—in the back of 
our heads that we want a whole lot 
taken off the tariff as soon as possible 
Our disappointment is over the small 
amount of the reduction in the tariff. 
It will make little difference in the 
cost of living or in the cost of opera- 
ting our farms, In fact, in my judg- 
ment the expense will be greater in- 
stead of less, when the sales tax is 
taken into account.” 

Mr. Warner argues that the gov- 
ernment should have made more re- 
ductions in the tariff on wollen 
goods, He added that the governmnet 
must have money, but suggested that 
this might have been obtained by a 
further increase in the income tax. It 
might be said that the farmers were 
not paying the income tax, but the 
truth was that the westerners would 
be glad to reach the class which was 
required to pay such a tax.

Grande Prairie Muncipal Hospital 

With six votes to spare over the 
necessary two-thirds majority,, resi- 
dents of the new Grande Prairie muni- 
cipal hospital district carried the hos- 
pital scheme which has been in pro- 
cess of organization there for some 
time. For the first time in the his- 
tory of the province, a vote was held 
in this district to establish the location 
for the hospital, and the town of 
Grande Prairie won out over the vil- 
lage of Clairmont, and the hamlet of 
Sexsmith by a majority of nearly a 
1000. The voting was held May 15. 
The new hospital district is the largest 
in the province, including 72 town- 
ships, and. the three settlements of 
Grande Prairie, Clairmont and Sex- 
smith. The largest district previous- 
ly held 36 townships. 

The Grande Prairie hospital  dis- 
trict makes the thirteenth now: estab- 
lished in the province. It is antici- 
pated that five other districts will 
vote on a hospital scheme this year. 


Censorship Fee

of economical use of poison bait, and trade | 


warns against municipalities being 
stampeded into ordering supplies“ by 
the wholesale and permitting their 
use indiscriminately. Not only does 
indiscriminate use of poison material 
result in waste of supplies that aré 
somewhat difficult to get, but it also 
results in ineffective measures against 
grasshoppers. * 

Present indications’ are that there 
is very little bran left in the entire 
dominion, since all the prairie proy- 
inces have purchased very heavily, 
Nearly all of the immense stocks ob- 
tained by this province have been dis- 
tributed, and it may be impossible to 
fill repeat orders from districts in 
which the prsent supplies have not 
been used with the utmost care. 

The greatest economy in the use 
of the bait will be effected in dis- 
tricts in which the breeding grounds 
are located as soon as the grayshop- 
pers hatch in order that the latter 
may be poisoned while they are’ still 
confined to comparatively small areas. 

Community Organization 

Community organization is the most 
reasonable method of fighting any 
pest. It is community organization 
that enables armies to make progress 
and as long as t he organization is 
held together success is assured. Any 
disruption to the organization spells 
failure and results can not be ae- 
complished at any expense of money, 
Any fight carried on by individuals 
acting as such is bound to cause a 
lot of wasted effort and misapplied 
energy that can be avoided. 

When the farmers in a community 
decide to organize they should make 
plans to include every farmer and 
land owner in the district. Ona man 
who holds out in the community ‘may 
be enough to upset the work of all the 
rest unless some drastic © measures 
are taken. The present pest act pro- 
vides for such measures end the el- 
ected leader hould make every effort 
to see that they are enforced. The 
actions of the leader should: be back- 
ed by every member of the organia- 
ton ag long as such actions are reason- 
able. The community organization 
should not be confined to the farmers 
but must include the business men in 
the towns and cities. 

The efects of the drought are be- 
ing felt by the business men and yet 
how many of them realize that if the 
grasshoppers were to remain unmol- 
ested this season that there would be 
no crop in the infested areas this 
year, 

Where strong community organiza- 
tion has been made in grasshopper 
campaigns. the results have been ex- 
ceedingly satisfactory. In most  in- 
stances the grasshoppers have been 
practically eradicated from the dis- 
trict in one season and often with one 
treatment, though there have -b2en 
cases where two applications of pois- 
on bait have been necessary.

MADE REMARKABLE 
JOURNEY

The motto of the Royal Northwest travel much of the way owing, to the 


Mounted Police, ‘“Maintien le droit”, 
was freely translated by the troopers 
to mean “Go where you are sent,” 
This famous police force has been re- 
organized, and has a new name, but 
its traditions and sense of duty have 
descended to its successor, An 
stance of this is found in a recent of- 
ficial report by the Saskatchewan 
Provincial Police, and constitutes one 
of the most remarkable assignments 
ever given to a single police officer, 
in that it was undertaken in the mid- 
winter of Northwestern Canada, It 
entailed 103 days of consecutive duty 
with the necessity of providing food 
supplies in an almost uninhabited re- 
gion, and it involved a journey of 
1,1900 miles by snowshoes, dog team 
and canoes, the thermometer hovering 
all the time between 30 and 50 de- 
grees below zero. 

An Indian tramping down from the 
Arctic circle region told a priest at 
Fond du Lac, on the northern frontier 
of Saskatchewan that he hii found 
a man dead in a shack about 100 miles 
away, The priest notified the com- 
‘manding officer of the police at Prince 
Albert, 500 miles to the south. Within 
an hour Policeman M. Chappins, was 
on his way to investigate the matter. 
It is trom his report, written with 
the least expenditure of words, aad 
with no attempt to magnify the task, 
that the details of his trip are gath- 
ered, When he reached Isle ata 
Crosse on February 16th he had to 
bis a dog team and a slewa “owns tO 
the fact that. no one would hire ae a 
stcigh, and no ors work makt a trip 
with his own dogs.” 
xhen he reached Cree Lak +, dhe snow 
was four feet deep; and the thermo: 
meter about 50 degrees below zero. 

His guide refused to go farther, and 
the native Indians declared it was im- 
possible to reach Fond du Lae, but 
a white trapper agreed to accompany 
him. The only foed he could buy was 
four quarters of caribon, On March 
12th they had left only a little tea 
and half a bannock and uo fool tor 
the dogs, but he says, “v2 opt on.
